ELOPED BY TELEPHONE 


Bride, Forbidden Home, Declares

Mrs. Elizabeth O'Reilly Lewis, daugh-

Talked to Him Twice a Day. 

“My parents made me work day and 
night,”” Mrs. Lewis declared. “I was 
never allowed to go out.of an-evening. 
I couldn’t attend parties nor dances, 
end I had only $1 a week for carfare 
and spending money. 

“I met Mr. Lewis two years ago, but 
my mother did not know about iit until 
last September. Then mother made me 
promise I would not see him again. 
promised, and I did not see him until 
the day we were married. 

“But I talked to him twice a day. 
went to the drug store at Grand and 
Cleveland every morning and every att- 
ernoon, and he called me up there. We 
made all the arrangements for the elope- 
ment by telephone, and for five months 
we had not seen one another. 

Won’t Support Chauffeur. 

“I might not have eloped, but I 
couldn’t stand being a drudge any long- 
er:. Mr. Lewis was so good to me, and 
so considerate.

RATERULING MAY 
REDUCE SALARIES, 
VANDERLIP AVERS 


Says Railroads Must Retrench 
Even if They Have to Cut 
Force of- Employes. 
— 

The cost of. f living of a railroad is as) 
Breat a problem as “the cost of living 
in the home, according to Frank A. 
Vanderlip, president of the National 
City Bank of New York, who visited 
banker friends in St. Louis Monday. 
He says there are two sides to the 
railway rate question, and that the 
railroads cannot spend money. they 
haven’t got, any more than a family 
can succeed by living beyond its in- 

come. 

In addition \to controlling the invest- 
ment of the $225,000,000 of. deposits in 
the bank of which he is president, Van- 
derlip is a director in the Harriman 
railroad properties. The National City 


Bank is referred te in financial circles 
as the Standard Oil Bank. It has a capi- 
tal and surplus of $60,0Qu,000. 

Vanderlip is traveling over the Harri- 
man roads in a special car on a tour 
of inspection. He arrived in St. Louis 
Monday morning and will depart Mon- 
day at 11:30 p. m. for the f-uthwest. He 
is accompanied by his wife. his secre- 
tary. Ames Higgins, and Charles Rich, 
manager of the bond department in the 
National City Bank. 

Discusses Rate Decision. 

He will be the guest Monday night at 
a dinner at the St. Louis Club, given in 
his honor by C. H. Huttig, president of 
the Third National Bank, whose guest 
he is during his stay in St. Louis. 

In discussing the decisien of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, which 
refused to allow the railroads to in 
rates, Vanderlip told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that if the deci- 
sion is accepted and no appeal is. taken, 
the railroads will have to cut expenses 
and check expenditures. 

“Considering the present cost of liv- 
ing, I do not believe that the wages of 
tailroad employes are too high,’ he 
said. “I do not believe it would be 
equitable to reduce salaries. Unless 
traffic continues to decrease, I do not 
think the roads will reduce the force 
of employes. 

“The decision of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission was a surprise and 
disappointment to the railroad officials. 
When the wage increases were allowed 
to employes last fall and winter, the 
railroads were confident that the re- 
quested increase in freight rates would 
be allowed by the Commission. 

May Decrease Wages. 

“The freight traffic now is 10 per 
cent less than it was a year ago. If 
this continues, of course the decrease in 
income must be met, even if it extends 
to reduction in the number of employes 
or reduction in Wages. 

“The first retrenchment, in my opin- 
ion, would be along the lines of cutting 
expenses in the maintenance and con- 
struction of stations and terminals. 
The public would have to get alona 
with present facilities instead of the 
better ones planned.”’

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—Realizing 


that after today .here would be very 
little opportunity to give consideration 
to the case of Senator Lorimer and that 
the next Senate will be less favorable 
to him than the present one, his friends 
went into today’s gession with the de- 
termination to press the question to a 
vote before adjournment. 

As usual, there were obstacles in the 
way, but Lorimer’s friends devoted 
themselves to their removal. Senator 
Penrosé, in charge of the postoffice ap- 
propriation bill, was régarded as an 
obstacle, but he appeared willing te 
yield in favor of the Lorimer case if by 
so doing he could insure a vote on it. 

Senators Stone, Crawford, Root and 
Owen were still standing with undeliv- 
éred speeches, but all promised to be 
brief. Senator La Follette was still an 
uncertain factor, but the supporters of 
Lorimer were confident that, even 
though. La Follette’s opposition should 
develop into a filibuster, they could 
force a vote unless reinforcements 
should aid 4\im. 


Sidetracking Is Pian. 
The pian agreed on was to prevail on 


Penrose to get out of the way with the 
postoffice bill, to take the Lorimer mat- 
ter tp at the beginning of the session, 
and to continue the day’s sitting until a 
vote should. be reached, even though a 
prolonged séssion should become neces- 
sary.

had been eliminated.

Louis will be destroyed and for several 
years there will be the same dissatis- 
faction and confusion that fesulted 
from the rates established fn 1907, to 
the serious disadvantage of the. city 
and everyone doing business therein. 

The commission held a special meet- 
ing Monday morning at which — 
memorandum vas submitted, and 
it framed an answer, which all three of 
the commissioners signed, as follows: 

The -Public Service\.Commission re- 
grets being drawn into a newspaper 
controversy ever its report on electric 
light and power rates, but the letter of 
Mr. Miller, president of the Union Elec- 
tric Light-and Power Co., is so misjead- 
ing and contains such misstatements 
that it becomes a duty to prevent their 
being accepted by the public, especially 
as the full report of the commission 
will be read by comparatively few citi- 
zens. 

In ‘fits letter Mr. Miller says: 

“The commission entirely elfminates 
the investment charge in reaching the 
conclusion that 9% cents is a fair maxi- 
mum charg>.”’ 

This statement: of Mr. Miller is not 
only umwarranted as an assumption, 
but is, in short, not true.° The invest- 
ment charge was given its full value 
as a factor in calculating the rate. Mr. 
Miller does not state that it is his be- 
Hef or assumption that it was omitted. 
He states it as a fact, and to say that 
the commission is surprised at such tac- 
tics to win popular approval, is to put 
it very mildly, indeed. 

After making his misstatement as to 
the commission’s neglect of the inve 
inent charge, Mr. Miller goes on to giFe 
certain figures which he states the com- 
mission used in calculating the .rate. 
None of these figures is recognizable x 
the commission as having entered in 
its cafculation. 


Calls Error Unpardonable. 
The only explanation other than that of 


willful misstatement, which on account 
of its high opinion formed of Mr. Mil- 
ler’s personal character, the commission 
is unwilling to adopt, is that he’ may 
have committeed the error of trying 
to deduce those figures from Table I of 
Appéndix C of the report. If. Mr. 
Miller has committed this errer it is 
almost an unpardonable one, for he had 
only to read the "line at the botten of 
the table in “plain print to see that the 


table was only an illustrative. one and 


not intended to show the true rate. In 
fact this table was made up some time 
before the commissien had determined 
the full earning value of the property, 
and the engineers of the company were 
given a copy of it, together with ine 
factor used in the calculations, séveral 
months ago, and it is hard to under- 
stand, therefore, how Mr. Miller could 
connect it with the final rate calcula- 
tion of the commission. 

Mr. Miller, in his letter, calls atten- 
tion to the discrepancy between the 
claims of the company as to value and

Discrimination and Small User. 

Mr. Miller insists that the residents 
and other small users are. unprofitable 
and should be charged high rates. The 
commisston has gone into the claim in 
great detail and finds that the facts 
do not bear out the assumption unless 
the unreasonable basis of calculation in 
use by the company is allowed. 

As an instance of the methods by 
which the company seeks go prove the 
necessity of a high rate to the meder- 
ate user, it may be stated that a great 
part of the large general expense, ch 
as president’s salary, etc., is divided per 
capita. ameng the consumers, and it is 
contended that the occupier of a flat or 
the owner of a small store should pay 
as much of these items as the large 
office building. The commission cannot 
concede that this is just or allowable 
under public regulation of-the rates. 

Mr. Miller ‘seems to be under the im- 
pression that the residence consumer 
will be the chief beneficiary of the re- 
duction in maximum rate, and this Is 
true as:to the number of consumers 
benefited, but so far as the amount paid 
is concerned, the data in the commis- 
sion’s office shows, that the greatest 
benefit will acrue to the small business 
light and smgll power consumers. 

Abolition of the Guarantce. 

One of Mr. Miller’s chief points of ob- 
jection to the findings of the commis- 
sion is in the abelition of the system 
of guarantees now in use by the com- 
pany. Without abolishing these guaran- 
tees, regulation of the rates by fixing 
a maximum would be futile, for if the

night sessions probably will be held in 
both branches of Congress beginning to- 
day, for only five and one-halt days re- 
main to conclude a formidable legisla- 
tive program, in an unprecedented and 
almost hopeless condition. :

HADLEY AND HOME. RULE. 

St. Louis ought not to be denied home rule on 
any manufactured issue. The issue as it is 
now being reported from Jefferson City, is mani- 
festly manufactured. There is no occasion for it. 
It can be reconciled at once, if there is a genuine 
wish to put a measure of real home rule for Mis- 
souri cities into efféct. : 

In connection with local control of the police 
force, the power of the Chief Executive of the 
State to remove the commissioners on his own 
responsibility for the general cxercise of the 
state’s police power, will be an advantage, if te 
has no power to appoint their successors or to 
control negatively by creating vacancies. Home 
rule is fully compatible with what Gov. Hadley 
has defined as his own view of co-ordinate 
responsibility in the use of the state’s power of 
coercion. The increase of checks on its use for 
the demoralizing purposes of corrupt partisanship, 
decreases the probability of abuse and increases 
the possibilities of home rule. 

If issugs are to be forced with Gov. Hadley 
on any account, they ought not to be manufac- 
tured openly for this occasion. The test on the 
lines of his last message is a fair test. No other 
state would have a better or more democratic 
system than he then advocated. Nothing would 
be more undemocratic than defeating the possibil-; 
ity of a genuine reform in the hope of creating 
an opportunity for partisian misrepresentation. 

The American builders of two dreadnaughts 
for Argentine want an additional $4,000,000 for 
the work. Argentine is now in a position to pro- 
test against the high cost of living in the United 
States and add its demand that Mr. Taft hurry 
the call for a special session.

The wide invitation for suggestions of good 
candidates for the Democratic ticket from Chair- 
men Fay of the City Central Committee is an 
evidence of returning wisdom on the part of the 
lecal Democratic organization.

Resentment of her own 
hardships and compassion for others submerged 
in hopeless misery, aroused her to revolt. Her en- 
thusiasm flamed in the joy of battle. The fire 
of her passionate rebellion fed on the martyrdom 
of police harassment and prison. 

But she has won'a hearing. She is. not only 
tolerated but lionized. She has gained an. en- 
trance to the halls and circles of ‘the elect. But 
in the winning of this coign of vantage a change 
has been wrought in Emma-Goldman. She is no 
longer the mere agitator, strike leader, revolu- 
tionary propagandist—the blazing torch of social 
conflagration. She has sat at the feet of the 
greatest masters of free thinking, the exponents 
of the highest individuality brought to perfection 
through absolute freedom. She has drunk deep 
of the philosophy of anarchism expounded by 
Tolstoy, Turgenief, Emerson, Thoreau, Kropotkin 
Nietzsche and Stirner, whose ideal man is the man 
above arbitrary law because he is a law to him- 
self. In the stimulating atmosphere of free 
thought the Goldman mind has _ developed 
and in the culture of philosophy the Goldman 
propaganda has been tempered. The beautiful 
ideals of perfected society, though not yet thor- 
oughly assimilated or spiritualized, illumine and 
refine the coarse incitement to moral and social] 
license and the vulgar tirade of resentful pas- 
sion. The Goldman lectures and the Goldman 
book of essays are eloquent of the mellowing in- 
fluence of the library. | 

So Emma Goldman enters a new career asa 
«i teacher of the educated and an agitator of the 
intellectual and social faddists. She is welcomed 
with open arms by the social elect who want the 
titillating sensation of a moral shock and the 
exhilarating effect.of a mental stimulant. But 
the incense of social and intellectual flattery is 
a soporific to propagandist enthusiasm. It is a 
subtle but powerful poison in'the red blood of 
revolutionary passion. It dampens the fire of vio- 
lent agitation. Will the Goldman anarchism sur- 
vive the trial? Will it become domesticated?

Smoke Lore. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

St. Louls is not the “smokiest city” in the 
country. When Mr. Jones was smoke inspector 
he reduced the smoke from stationary steam 
Plants fully 80 per cent, and the smoke cloud that 
had been hanging over the city almost entirely 
disappeared. At the present time 90 per cent of 
the smoke that shifts through the streets below 
the top of the buildings is made by the locomo- 
tives of the Terminal company, and it is the most 
disagreeable and distinctive smoke nuisance'to be 
found in the tity. 

There are over one thousand steam boilers in 
the city that are equipped with furnaces that are 
practically smokeless, to such extent that they 
will not emit smoke for several days at a time, 
and anyone who doubts this statement can watch 
the chimneys of the Third National Bank, Wright 
Building, Holland Building and Pierce Building, 
which are easy to view, and remember that the 
furnaces under the boilers in those buildings are 
always full of green coal which is ignited so 
slowly that no smoke is produced, and these fur- 
naces can always start a banked fire in the 
morning without producing smoke. Also they will 
require 25 per cent less fuel to produce the same 
amout of steam. 

Stcam jets will destroy smoke entirely if prop- 
erly indvcted and operated, after 80 pounds of 
steam pressure is obtained, but while generating 
steam to this pressure they smoke the same as 
an ordinary furnace. Brick arches, when handled 
carefully, will consume a large portion of the 





smoke after the brick arch becomes highly heat- |. 


ed. There are more steam jet and brick arch 
smoke-consuming furnaces used than all others 
combined, because the expense of installing them 
is less, but the purchaser pays for them over and 
over again in the excess of fuel consumed, and 
these two devices are the principal cause of the 
dense smoke in the morning when there is no 
wind blowing for the chimneys where these fur- 
naces are used are belching smoke until the boiler 
gets the necessary steam pressure or the brick 
arch attains sufficient heat to burn it. By that 
time there is a black cloud of smoke all over the 
city ‘and it rains soot and stays there until it 
cools and gradually settles to the ground which 
takes several hours, unless a breeze comes up to 
blow it away. To catch these offenders the Smoke 
Inspector will have to get’ out by early daybreak, 
for after three or four firings the conditions are 
favorably changed and there is but little smoke 
from these furnaces for the rest’ of the day un- 
less the fireman gets too careless, for when there 
is a strong wind blowing and, the smoke made 
starting the fires is blown away as soon as made 
there is no smoke cloud overhead, and the cloud of 
smoke that drifts through the streets below the 
hcusetops, made by the engines of the Terminal 
company is what prevents us from having clear 
skies on such days, and it is a waste of time and 
money to prosecute the business people of this 
city to eradicate the smoke unless the Terminal 
monopoly is made to stop the smoke that comes 
from their engines. They should be made to haul 
their trains with electric engines, burn oil for 
fuel, anthracite coal or coke, or equip their en- 
gines with down draft furnaces or some other 
device that will operate to suppress their smoke. 
If they put down draft furnaces in their engines 
it would require one-third less fuel to operate 
their road and they would have no sparks. or 
cinders flying out of the smokestack. 

There should be a furnace law enacted and 
a furnace inspector appointed who should not 
allow a boiler to be erected in the city unless 
it. was provided with a positive smoke-consuming 
furnace. Also that all new locomotives used in 
the city must be smokeless, with proper penaities 
that would make the law obeyed.

assembled to give us a proper send-off. 
It was a hot game, one of the very 
liviies. I ever took a hand in. Of 
course we didn’t want to be beaten by 
the All-Americas on our own grounds 
just as we were starting off to show 
the world what a wonderful bunch we 
were, but it would have tickled the 
picked nine to death if they could have 
done the trick, and they tried it for all 
they were worth‘ 


It didn’t materialize. We won by a 
score of 11 to 6, and that very night we 
were off on the first trip around the 
world ever made by American bal] play- 
ers, a trip that was so full of adven- 
ture and so unique in its character that 
it will stand forever in the anndls of 
the game as a thing to e remembered.

fore the Committee of Public “Morals, 
one of whose members had been busily 
engaged in drawing up a new boxing 
bill, which would limit glove contests to 
15 rounds. A majority in the committee 
decided that it was the best to let the 
bill “‘die in committee,”” consequently the 
bill was not reported, and in all proba- 
bility the: present Legislature will not 
make any change in the present boxing 
laws. This means that boxing will go on 
in California under the same conditions 
that prevailed before Gov. Gilette used 
his personal power to overrule the lo- 
cal authorities in San Francisco and 
prevent the holding of the Jeffries-John- 
son battle in that city. 
Boxing Gaits Favor, 

Some of the other Western States are 
preparing to legalize boxing again, and 
taken all around, the game has never 
been on a better footing. It is recognized 
now as a legitimate branch of profes- 
sional sport and one of the most popu- 
lar. One thing that has tended to bring 
this about, I believe, is the improvement 
in the present-day boxer. Years ago, 
boxers were prize fighters, nothing more. 
They’ were, as a general rule, of a low 
order of morality, spendthrifts, hard- 
drinkers and carousers between bouts al- 
ways living on the outskirts of the law. 
When- the fought, they were attended 
by mobs of thugs and pickpockets. 

Today nearly all “of the successful 
boxers are cledn-living :nen, who’ would 
be a credit to any professional sport. 
Packey McFarland, ‘Tommy Murphy, 
“K. O-’ Brown, “One-Round”’ Hogan, 
Battling Nelson, Al Kaufman, Jimmy 
Carroll, Johnny Coulon, Frankie 
Burns, Battling Hurley, Dan and Jack 
Sullivan and scpres, of others that I 
might mention have set a good exam- 
ple that thousands are following. These 
are all men who never drink, smoke or 
dissipate in any way. They are suc- 
cessful because they regard their pro- 
fession as one that demands /clean, 
straight living. Their influence is felt 
everywhere. Thousands of boys who 
follow the sport, if it be only in the 
columns of tim newspapers, have learned 
xy their example that dissipation and 
success never go t-gether. Elven school- 
boys know now that clean living is the 
first requirement of success in any kind 
of athletic sport, and the modern boxer 
has been instrumental in spreading this 
knowledge even more than any other 
professional athlete. 


Can’t Dissipate and Win. 
Clean living is necessary to a suc- 


cessful ballplayer, runner, weight thraw- 
er, boxer, oarsman—to any man who 
needs a clear eye and ‘speed and en- 
durance and courage. There have been 
a few great athletes who dissipated—but 
THEY NEVER LAST. Their natural 
ability carries them along for awhile, 
but when-they begin to go down, they 
go swiftly and they never come ‘up 
again. 

I have many letters from boys, ask- 
ing my advice in the matter of training. 
It is impossible to lay down a certain 
routine that will fit all cases. Differ- 
ent athletes need different kinds and 
different degrees of work. Some need 
very little training; some a great deal 
to attain the same proficiency. But 
there is one rule that must always be 
observed to bring out the best that is 
in you. Clean living, plenty of sleep, 
plain food, NEVER TOO MUCH FOOD, 
and a moderate amount of -physical 
work. If you observe this you'll be an 
athlete, even if you never compete in 
any branch of sport. 

I know a man who was a trained 
athlete 25 years ago. He hasn’t com- 
peted during that 25 years, but he has 
always lived by the rules that govern 
an athlete. ‘Today, at 52, he is perfectly 
healthy, strong as an ox and looks 
about 3% years of age.

OW betting on baseball games, as 
between man and man, is nothing 
ing alarming. It has always ex- 

isted and always will. It is merely one 
means of letting a little enthusi- 
asm, or, perhaps, of backing up a con- 
viction. It is only when it assumes 
the form of a money-making enterprise 
that a possible danger exists. 

If the “beok” is at all successful 

it will have in the bank, pending a set- 

tlement of wagers, a large sum of 
money.

Doctors, After Experiment, Con- 
clude Disease Is Not So Con- 
tagious as Reported. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. | 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass.. Feb. 27.—As a 


result of exhaustive experiments at the 
medical school with monkeys inoculated 
with the virus of infantile paralysis and 
operated upon in all stages of the dread- 
conclusions of’ great 
scientific value have been feached by 
Dr. Robert B. Osgood and Dr. William 
P. Lucas of Harvard. 

After many monkeys had died from 
the disease or been killed prior to the 
removal of their brains, nasal mem-. 


branes or spinal cords, the experiment- 
ing physicians determined that the dis- 
ease is not nearly so contagious as 
heretofore reported, and its virus be- 
comes active in spreading only under 
exceptional conditions. 

With the virus of infantile paralysis 
obtained in the beginning from the 
Rockefeller Institute in New York, Dr. 
Osgood and Dr. Lucas have been c¢n- 
gaged with the monkeys for more than 
a year to ascertain the value of nerve 
surgery in attempting the cure of the 
paralysis resulting from this. disease. 
The great value thus far reported Iles 
in the discoveries concerning the spread 
and activity of*the virus. 

Not a single monkey during these- ex- 
periments took the disease unless di- 
rectly inoculated in the brain. One 
young monkey ineculated in the brain 
failed to fall ill. He capered about the 
cage with the rest of the animals, both 
sick and well, and after a time a sec- 
ond inoculation was made, with no 
worse results. *

DENIES HAWLEY’S RIGHT 


Understanding, He Says; 
That Racers Should Not Be 
Competitors. 





A formal demand for the Lahm Cup 
on behalf of William F. Assmann will 
be made on the Aero Club of America. 
So Albert Bond Lambert, president of 
the St. Louis Aero Club, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Monday. 

Accompanying the demand will be a 
protest against what Lambert calis the 
New York club’s secrecy in allotting 
the cup to Alan RFR. Hawley, as a result 
of his flight to the Province of Que- 
bec in the James Gordon: Bennett Cup 
race last October. 

By making a balloon voyage of ap- 
proximately 740 miles from San Antonio, 
Tex., to Gower, Mo., Assmann exceeded 
by 43 miles. the former Lahm Cup rec- 
ords, held by A. Holland Forbes. 

“I had heard,’ said Lambert, “in a 
roundabout way, that the cup had been 
awarded to Hawley, but I did not be- 
lieve it. After I learned of Assmann’s 
achievement Saturday night, I wired to 
New York entering in his behalf a de- 
mand for the Lahm Cup. I+ was astuon- 
ished by the reply, which was that the 
cup was in Hawley’s spac 


* Cites Unwritten La 
It is an unwritten law that contest- 


ants for the Bennett cup shall not at 
the same time contest for the Lahm 
cup. The committee in charge of the 
international balloon race from St. Louis 
last year was composed of Frank 5. 
Lahm, father of the cup’s donor; Cort- 
landt. Field Bishop, president of the 
Aero Club of America; L. D. Dozier and 
myself.

CHICAGO, Feb. 27.—‘‘With the sense 
of taste atrophied by tobacco, men must 
have highly seasoned foods to. tickle 
their palates. And the constant eating 
of such foods disables the individual 
from recognizing delicate flavors.”’ 

So Dr. Elizabeth H. Dunn, instructor 
of anatomical research at Chicago Uni- 
versity, told the Chicago Medical Socie- 
ty. She added that 70 per cent. of the 
sense of taste is lost by the habitual 
smoker over 40 years of age. It makes 
no difference whether he smokes a pipe 
or cigars. 

Strange revelations would occur to 
civilized persons were the senses of 
taste, touch. and smell developed equal- 
ly, she said, with those of sight and 
hearing. She said that in virtually all 
persons the sense of taste, touch and 
smell were either undeveloped .or un- 
used, and that the dormant state of 
those senses were more marked in man.
